There just isn't much 
deer food in a forest such as 
Northern Michigan had befure 
it was cut. 

The timber harvest was 
about completed by 1920. Re- 
growth was kept in check 
because of the many fires 
sweeping through the slash. 

By the 1030's the forest fires 
were pretty well under control. 
The Aspen and Jack Pine we 
have today started to grow. 
The young Aspen gave an 
abundance of deer food. Aspen 
isn't the deer's most favorite 
food but they eat it. By ihe 
early 1940's the deer herd 


tha 1050's

. reached it's ptan. By incl aveoy 


the young Aspen began to 
mature and grow out of reach of 


the deer. In the meantime the 
large deer herd had just about 
eaten all of ihe cedar in the 
winter yards. There was very 
little winter food available for 
the deer. So in the late 1950's 
each spring would see many 
deer which had starved to 
death during the winter. 

The normal plant succession 
after the timuer cut was 
responsible for the increase 
deer food supply and conse- 
quently jurge deer nerd. When 
the food supply grew out of 
reach, the deer herd had to 
becutie siaier. It either be- 
carne smaller by part of them

dying off from starvation or oy 


harvesting more through the 
hunting season. 


The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources thought it 
would be more humane io 
harvest them. They therefore 
started taking does and fawns 
in certain over populated areas. 

Home development for peo- 
ple also took many acres out of 
deer food production. 

Merrill Detoskey’s program 
for one million deer by 1980 is 
simply a method of setting 
plant succession back to the 
young tree stage in order to 
supply food for the deer. 
Petoskey is with the Depart-

Counties Must 
Designate 
Act Enforcer 


By Willard Bosserman, 
County Extension Director 


According to act 347 of Public 
Acts of 1972 each eounty must 
by resolution designate an 
enforcing agency to enforce the 
Sedimentation Act. 

Crawford county has pretty 
well Laken care of their soil 
erosion ordinance and has des- 
ignated the zoning administra- 
tor to administer their ordi- 
nance. 

Roscommon has neither soil 
erosion ordinance or couing 
administrator, therefore must 
consider whom to designate to 
administer the state act. 

A county need not adopt it's 
own ordinance. It can assume 
enforcement responsibility of 
the state rules. If however, a 
county had a specific problem 
which it felt controls more 
stringent than the state's rules 
were needed, an ordinance 
would serve that purpose. 

i do have a set of rules which 
were approved by the Water 
Resources Commission on Feb- 
ruary 21. The rules now go to 
the Attorney General for legal 
review and then to the joint 
House-Senate Rules Committee 
for final approval. This may 
take two months. I am advised 
the ruies | have can be used as a 
basis on which to do some 
planning. 

All counties by April 1, 1974 
have to: pass a resolution 
designating a county agency as 
the county enforcing agency 
responsible for administration 
and enforcement in the name of 
the county. The resolution may 
set forth & schedule of fees for 
inspections, plan reviews and 
permits and may set forth other 
matters relating to the admini- 
stration and enforcement of 
this act and the rules. A copy of 
the resolution and all subse- 
quent amendments thereto shall 
be forwarded to the Water 
Resources Commission of the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 

Some possible agencies to 
administer the act: (and of 
course the agencies would have 
to agree to do it). I. Road 
Commission 2. An individual 
can be appointed, he would be 
directly responsible to the 
County Board of Commission- 
ers, 3. Create a new agency to 
enforce this act, and future 
building and zoning ordinances, 
4, Sheriffs Department.

During the fall of 1972, many 
of us worked hard to stop 
abortion reform in the State of 
Michigan. Millions of enlighten- 
ed people in Michigan voted to 
slop such aciivity in our siate. 
Our success was short iived as 
the U.S. Supreme Court struck 
down the abortion laws in 
‘Texas and Georgia on January 
22, 1973, and thereby limited 
any State's right to prohibit 
abortion. 

‘The basis for their decision 
was the right to privacy as 
protected by the fourteenth 
amendment. ‘They feel that 
during the first three months of 
pregnancy, the decision to 
abort rests solely with the 
woman and her doctor. By this 
decision we find seven men 
ignoring the democratic choice 
oi iailkens of citizens, and 
showing utter unconcern for 
the destiny of seven hund.ed 
thousand babies now iegally 
avurted per year, 

As John T. Noonan, Jr., of 
the University of California at 
Berkeley said: ‘The Supreme 
Court has stripped all protec- 
tion from 2 person from the 
lime of conception until ine 
time of birth.” 

This is another of many areas 
where our courts have heen so 
concerned about the rights of 
the criminal that they have 
compieteiy overiooked the vic- 
tim, and any rights he might 
have.

ince @ evidence or proof, that the 
human fetus is not a living 
being until the age of viability, 
that point when the baby can 
survive outside the mother's 
body. They have ignored seven 
oiher possibilities concerning 
when an unborn baby becomes 
a person: 1) at 11 or 12 weeks 
when all organ systems are 
present and functioning: 2) at 
10 weeks when the structure of 
the body is perfectly formed; 3} 
at 6 weeks when brain activiiy 
can be measured; 4) at 3 weeks 
when the heart beat can be 
measured; 5) at the blastocyst 
stage when twins are formed; 
6) at the-zygote stage, or 7) at 
conception, the moment’. the 
sperm fertilizes the ovum. 
There is no set age for 
viability, 30 vears ago it was 
about 30 weeks, today it is 
about 20 weeks with our 
present external tife support 
systems. it is not unreasonabie 
to consider ihe possibility that 
some day science will be able to 
remove the ovum from the 
mother and sperms from the 
father, and then be able to 
bring a person from conception 
to maturity without the aid of 
vither parent. If such a creature 
is not considered a human being 
at conception, what will be the 
criteria for such a judgment? 
Words like ‘socialization,’ ‘“emo- 
tional life, and ‘intelligence’ are 
already being proposed by 
some for such criteria. As law

During the debate, efforts were made to retain the point 
system for any and all speeding violations. In fact, an 
amendment upplying the point system to t the new lower speed 
limits was earlier adopted, but altempts to remove ihe penaity 
points were successful. Law enforcement officials argued that 
without the point penalty, which could cause a person to lose his 
driver's license, enforcement will be’ im apeded because many 

s will risk paying fines for driving faster. 
bias lower sine Wetes were ordered by the Federal Govern- 
ment as a means to cunserve gasoline. The states were ordered 
to reduce speed limits by March 5 or face the loss of federat 
highway funds. In Michigan's case the federal funds that might 
have been lost exceed $200 million. 

State Police Director Col. dvin i. Plants said today that 
state Police patrols would begin enforcing the new 55-mile iy 
hour speed limit throughout Michigan effective March 16. 
said this should serve to clear up any misinierpretations ae 
by previous publicity. 

Plants said this fower speed enforcement policy by the State 
Police is predicated on a State Highway Department forecast 
that highway placement of the new speed limit signs would be 
completed statewide as of Friday, March Pa 7 

The Stare Police direciur purnied out that his patrol 
March i6 will be making Uraffic stops Lo issue verbal w 
motorists who exceed the 55 miles an hour limit and to advise 
them of the new law as necessary. 

He added that State Police patrols will also continue 
checking motorists for proper driver and vehicle credentials and , 
following other routine policing procedures of his department — 
where and when violations of existing Lraffic law occur. 

Emphasizing that he is speaking for his own department, 
Plants cautioned motorists that they can he ticketed right now 
by other police jurisdictions for speeding violations in excess of 
the new 55-mile limit. The new limit is law and is enforceable 
now, he stressed. 

Other than not enforcing the 55-mile an hour limit until 
March 16, Plants said the State Polieo traffie enforcement 
policies would be carried out by his patrols as they have been 
prior to the new limit.

March Tih marked the second 
meeting of the Crawford Au- 
Sable Elementary Schoo!l’s Ad- 
visory Council. ; 

The first meeting dealt pri- 
marily with the purpose of the 
Advisory Council. Melvin Nunn 
and John Skoglund, principals 
of the Grayling and Frederic 
Elementary Schools, explained 
why they were in favor of an 
Advisory Council, and why 
they felt this council was 
needed. They are looking for 
some guide-lines in determining 
what the communities feel 
should be a part of the 
educational process. Giving the 
citizens an opportunity to voice 
their concerns pertaining to 
elementary education is the 
only way this can be attained.

The 
Ginn Level Reading Program in 
use at the Elementary Schools 
was discussed along with the 
possibility (pros & cons) of 
introducing career education at 
the elementary school level. 
More information was wanted

: reading program and on what 


specific materials were avail- 
able and could be used on the 
topic of career education at the 
elementary school level. It was 
decided thai these two ereas 
would be discussed in detail at 
the March meeting. 

Last Thursday, the council 
met for the second time. 

Several displays including 
posters, pamphlets, Library 
hooks, films and records, con- 
cerning career education (eie- 


-mentary level) were explained 


by Mr. Nunn and Mr. Skogtund. 
A film showing the many ways 
communities depend on truck- 
ing to supply needs was pre- 
sented as an example of how 
career education conld be in- 
corporated into the elementary 
school classroom. 

Approximately 16 persons 
have been attending the Advi- 
sory Council meetings and the 
resulting discussions have been 
both informative and interest- 
ing. It has been disappointing 
that no one from the Frederic 
Elementary School area has 
attended. Both principals feel 
that since this Advisory Council 
encompasses both elementary 
schools it would be a definate 
value to have questions and 
comments from those concern- 
ed parents who have children in 
The Frederic elementary School. 

Through these meetings of 
the Advisory Council much 
information concerning the ele- 
mentary schools has been ex- 
changed, many points and 
positions have been clarified 
and many plausible future 
programs concerning element- 
ary school students have been 
discussed.
